been made against him and he should be permitted to offer any defense 
or refutation he desires* He should be questioned in detail about 
all his international transactions, both business and sooial* He 
should be required to explain the ciroumstanees surrounding his 
reoeipt of $60*16 from Germany on January 17, 1940* 

In view of the importance of this case, it is believed 
desirable to obtain signed statements from all persons interviewed* 

It is requested that expeditious handling be afforded this case*

On February 17, 19U2, the Interdepartmental Alien Visa Control 
Committee Number III met at the Department of State at 9:00 a.m. to consider 
cases of applicants for Immigration visa s into this country. One. 

was consider ed and disapproved. a 

the "Black Star" on -which organization the F.B.I. 
has compiled derogatory information, was said to be an enemy alien, having 
been born 


I t was point ed out that since 1933, has been em¬ 
ployed as in the Official Information Office at Geneva, Switzer¬ 

land. 


It was s aid that in view of her background and the additional fact 
that she was from a country which is dominated by Nazi authority, 

it would be very undesirable to admit her. The Immigration and War Depart¬ 
ment representatives concurred with the F.B.I. The Office of Naval Intelli¬ 
gence and State Department representatives voted to approve her visa. 

It was pointed out in this hearing by the Immigration authority 
that the applicant's husband arrived in this country in August, 19lil. He 
apparently obtained his visa in Switzerland and travelled through Axis 
dominated territory. This, of course, throws considerable suspicion on the 
case. The applicant and her husband were married in Switzerland in 19iil and 
he left within a few days after their marriage for this country. 

In view of the fact that this applicant has already been considered, 
the State Department is in possession of all facts which the Bureau has.

The files reflect in the case of JEAN PAUL GETTY, with aliases, 
ESPIONAGE - G (100-1202) that in the morgue file of the Los Angeles Times, 
an article dated November 17, 1 939 under a New York date line made the 
announcement of the marriage of 

Paul Getty, age U2, of Los 

Angeles and New York. The wedding took place on September lU, 1939 in Rome, 
Italy, in the Ameri can Consulate. It is believ ed that this individual is 
identical with the who is coining to this -country 

on the SS Drottingholm. 

Jean Paul Getty was born in Minneapolis in December, 1892 and is 
a very rich man, his family having made, its money in oil holdings. He is 
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said to be outspoken in support of Germany and Nazi ideology and highly 
approves of the effectiveness of the Nazi system. He has been in Germany 
several times each year prior to 19 k2 and reportedly Tras closely associated 
Hitler, 

The Los Angeles Office reported that Getty attempted to export 
50,000 barrels of oil to Germany before the Neutrality Act became effective. 
He has had in his employ former members of the German Army, Navy and 
Intelligence units. 

Getty is said to have been married at least four times and is 
constantly "chasing" women, regardless of his marital status. Lately he has 
been reported to be consorting with ■in Mexico City. There he 
is also said to be closely associated with Mexican Government officials. 

No conclusive evidence has been obtained which would indicate that 
Getty is engaged in espionage or related activities, although he has been the 
subject of many reports concerning activities inimical to the best interests 
of this country. 

RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended th at the above information be telephonically 
given to of the State Department, who has requested it, 

and copies of the State Department memoranda of May 6 and May 13, 19U2, 
described above, b e returned to S pecial Agent^^^^^^^H in order that they 
may be returned 

It should be pointed out to that this Bureau has 

previously objected to the issuance of a visa to and still is

After full re-consideration of these individual danger classifica¬ 
tions, I am satisfied that they serve no useful purpose.. The detention 
of alien enemies is being; dealt with under the procedures established 
by the Alien Enemy Control'Unit. The Special Case procedure has been 
found to be valueless' and is noVused in that connection-. There is no . 
statutory authorization or other present justification for keeping a 
"custodial detention!' list of citizens. ■ The Department fulfills its 
proper functions by investigating the activities of persons who may have 
violated the law. It is not aided in.this work by classifying persons 
as-to'dangerousness.' ' ' . ^. 

' Apart from these general considerations, it is now clear to me that 
this classification system is inherently unreliable. The evidence used 
for the purpose of making the'classifications was inadequate; the stand¬ 
ards applied to the evidence, for’the purpose of making the classifica¬ 
tions were defective; and finally, the notion that it is possible to 
make a valid determination as to how dangerous a person is in the ab¬ 
stract and without reference to time, environment, and other relevant 
circumstances, is impracticalunwise, and dangerous. 


For the foregoing reasons I am satisified that the adoption of this 
classification system was a mistake that should be rectified for the 
future.
